If the council 
acts favorably on the suggestion, the 
next step will be the calling of an 
election to authorize the issuance of 
borvlg. 
If the balloting is favorable, 
the council then would be confronted 
with the task of telling the bonds, ad 
vertising for bids and arranging the 
other details preliminary to com­ 
mencement of work, 
It was stated today that, inasmuch 
as the present school buildings are 
badly crowded and additional room is 
absolutely imperative, the council is 
expected to complete the initial steps 
at an early date, in order that the clt- 
isenship may have an opportunity to 
voleo its opinion on the new high 
school sufficiently early that the build­ 
ing might be finished before the next 
term. 
A special meeting of the council 
will be held next Monday night for 
the adjustments of licenses for the 
next year.
